In Girl Slaying 


Sickly Man Continues 
To Claim Innocence. 
In California Case 


REDDING, Calif. WI — Sickly, 
tubercular Burton W. Abbott faced 
a murder charge today but still 
maintained he was innocent of the 
death of Stephanie Bryan. 
Fully aware that the 14-year-old 
Berkeley girl’s decomposed body 
had been found near his family 
cabin in Trinity County, the 27- 
year-old University of California 
accounting student discussed his 
case for several hours Thursday 
night with Berkley police, who 
claim to have cracked his alibi for 
the day the girl vanished on her 
way home from high school last 
April 28. 
Berkeley Police C apt 
A. H. 
Fording said Abbott’s story of 
having been at the cabin, some 
200 miles north of Berkeley, when 
die girl disappeared had gone 
•‘right out the window.” Fording 
said it had been flatly contradicted 
by Wildwood innkeeper Delbert 
Cox, who has a ‘‘positive recol­ 
lection” that Abbott had not come 
into the tavern April 28th as he 
claimed. 
Prosecuting Atty. J. Frank Coak- 
ley said he would file a murder 
complaint today against Abbott. 
Bloodhounds located the dead 
girl Wednesday night in a shal­ 
low grave on a steep ridge above 
Abbott’s cabin near Wildwood Inn, 
some 50 miles southwest of here. 
Alameda C o u n t y Pathologist 
George S. Loquvam said after an 
autopsy that the girl had beal 
beaten or strangled to death. 
The skull showed “multiple, com­ 
pound depressed’* fractures either 
by a “double-pronged’* weapon or 
two blows of a single weapon. A 
white cloth which may have been 
a pair of panties was knotted 
tightly about her neck. 
Abbott, arrested in his Alameda 
home shortly after the body was 
found, stuck firmly to his story 
that he knew nothing of the girl 
or how she met death.

M’Clellan Says 
Talbott Probe

Chief Of Air Force 
Offers To Give Up 
Interest In Business 


WASHINGTON <B-Sen. McClel­ 
lan (D-Ark) said today a Senate 
inquiry is “still open’’ into a prof­ 
itable business interest which Sec­ 
retary of the Air Force Talbott has 
offered to give up if the senators 
think he should. 
Talbott told the Senate Invesi- 
gations subcommittee Thursday he 
has reaped no “improper” profit 
as a partner in the New York effi­ 
ciency firm of Paul B. Mulligan 
& Co., some of whose clients hold 
government contracts. 
He said his “special partner­ 
ship*’ in the firm pays him more 
than $50,000 a year. McClellan put 
it at $60,000. The Air Force secre­ 
tary’s salary is $18,000. 
At Talbott’s request, the sub­ 
committee hastily arranged the 
public hearing late Thursday. It 
adjourned without giving any offi­ 
cial reply to the secretary’* re­ 
quest that it say whether he should 
relinquish his interest in the Mul­ 
ligan firm Aug. I. 
McClellan, 
t h e 
subcommittee 
chairman, set no date for another 
session in the inquiry into the 
propriety of the arrangement and 
into hints that Talbott had used 
his official position to further the 
firm's interests. Talbott said he 
had “certainly not’* done so. 
Declaring that “the finger of sus­ 
picion*' has been pointed at him 
by some newspapers in a manner 
that “I don’t think I deserve,” Tal­ 
bott gave a company-by-company 
report on his contacts with clients 
of the Mulligan firm. 
“There is no question that I have 
tried to be helpful to Mulligan,” 
Talbott testified. “I have.” 
But he said this help involved 
no “influence, pressure or prefer- 
ence” and insisted: “I don’t think 
I have done anything improper.” 
But if the senators think such 
action “is to the advantage of our 
U.S. Air Force,” he pledged, “I’m 
going to give it (the partnership) 
back to Mulligan. I’m not selling 
it.” 
He said he has given up all the 
other business interests he held 
when named secretary in early 
1953. He said he had outlined the 
Mulligan arrangement to the Sen­ 
ate Armed Services Committee 
when it was considering his nom­ 
ination then.

Right ‘Play’ 
On Russia 


• Quarterback Strategy 
Gted In Proposal To 
Swap Military Data 


GENEVA (a — President Eisen­ 
hower’s timing of his sensational 
proposal to trade military power 
secrets with Russia had a good 
deal of football quarterback stra­ 
tegy about it. 
The President had the play in 
mind all along. He waited at the 
Big Four conference for a quick 
opening and then cut loose with 
the ball. 
He decided the moment had 
come when Soviet Premier Bulga­ 
nin presented pretty much the 
same old Soviet proposals on dis­ 
armament—proposals the West al­ 
ready had examined and found 
wanting. 
Eisenhower went to Thursday’s 
summit meeting with a prepared 
statement outlining the general 
U.S. position on the subject of free­ 
ing the world from fear of an 
atomic attack. 
The United States and Russia, 
he said, “admittedly possess new 
and terrible weapons in quantity.” 
But there was a deliberate gap 
in Eisenhower’s prepared text. It 
did not include the two-point pro­ 
posal he made for an exchange 
of military information. 
There probably were at least 
three reasons for that: 
1. Perhaps the most important 
was the m atter of timing. The 
President undoubtedly wanted the 
Soviet disarmament ideas present­ 
ed first—so the United States then 
could recapture world attention. 
For the West had something new 
for the world. 
2. Eisenhower didn’t know in ad­ 
vance whether Thursday’s session 
would prove to be the strategic 
occasion for: his move. For that 
reason he decided it would be best 
not to bring the proposals into the 
conference room in written form. 
3. Presidential aides feared that 
if the proposals were included in a 
prepared text, the substance of the 
plan might leak out and give the 
Russians 
a 
chance to develop 
counterstrategy. 
But when Bulganin concluded 
disarmament presentation, Eisen­ 
hower saw his opening. 
He read from his prepared state­ 
ment for three or four minutes, 
then suddenly whipped off his horn­ 
rimmed glasses, put aside his text 
and looked directly at Bulganin. 
Speaking extemporaneously, the 
President addressed himself “par­ 
ticularly to the delegates from the 
Soviet Union.” 
When he resumed reading his 
text two minutes later, he had set 
forth “off the cuff’ his challenge 
to the Russians to exchange mili­ 
tary power blueprints with the 
United States. 
He also proposed letting the two 
nations make all the aerial photo­ 
graphs they want of the other’s 
military installations.

Group Exempts 
Present, Ex-Gls 
On Reserve Plan 
WASHINGTON IB — A Senate- 
House conference committee has 
agreed to exempt present and 
former servicemen from compul­ 
sory reserve training, but to re­ 
quire it of future draftees and 
enlisted men. 
That was the major compromise 
on which the conferees agreed 
Thursday in working out differ­ 
ences between Senate and House 
bills designed to provide a strong, 
ready military reserve to supple­ 
ment the regular forces. 
The compromise version will go 
to the House for action Monday, 
and may go to the Senate for final 
approval later the same day. 
It falls far short in some re­ 
spects of the program President 
Eisenhower had asked to boost 
reserve strength to 2,900,000 men 
by 1960. 
It retained the administration 
plan to permit up to 250,OOO men 
a year in the 17-to-20-year age 
bracket to volunteer for three to 
six months of special active duty 
training and complete their eight- 
year hitch draft-free in the active 
reserve. The active duty period 
could be deferred until they com­ 
plete high school if their work is 
satisfactory. 
But the measure ignored Penta­ 
gon requests for authority to draft 
men for that program if there were 
not enough volunteers. 
Shooting Skirmish 
Fires 'Neva Panic 
In Buenos Aires 
BUENOS AIRES, Argentina IB— 
A shooting skirmish touched off by 
a political demonstration spread 
new panic in jittery Buenos Aires 
early today. One person was re­ 
ported killed by the gunfire. 
The incident—second violence in 
24 hours—occurred as members of 
the opposition Radica party left 
a political rally after midnight and 
paraded through the city’s movie 
district 
Reports said shooting suddenly 
broke out and 22-year-old Alfredo 
Prat fell wounded.

Talks Behind Slate 
With President Set 
To Depart Saturday 


GENEVA IB—The Big Four w ert 
reported to be considering a pos­ 
sible summit session tonight to per­ 
mit more time for discussion of 
key problems, including President 
Eisenhower’s dramatic proposal to 
trade military blueprints with Rus­ 
sia. 
As the leaders plunged into a 
full afternoon of talks, informed 
quarters said United Nations offi­ 
cials had been alerted to have the 
council chamber of the Palace of 
Nations ready for a possible night 
meeting. 
The President was said to be 
definitely committed to leave Sat­ 
urday evening for Washington and 
the summit conference was run­ 
ning far behind schedule. 
The four foreign ministers went 
back into session this afternoon 
after a three-hour session thin 
morning failed to complete final 
recommendations to the heads of 
government on any of the three 
problems under discussion. 
One informed source said the 
President’s proposal was not spe­ 
cifically mentioned at the morn­ 
ing session. This meant that So­ 
viet Foreign Minister V. M. Molo­ 
tov had not given a hint as to 
whether Russia would accept the 
plan or even promise to consider 
it further. 
Some quarters saw a possibility 
that 
thfe 
Eisenhower 
proposals 
might get shunted aside, along 
with other proposals on disarma­ 
ment, German unification and Eu­ 
ropean security for discussion after 
the summit conference: 
Die leaders appeared to be aim­ 
ing now primarily at setting up di­ 
rectives for the guidance of a for­ 
eign ministers’ conference next Oc­ 
tober and for future discussions in 
the U.N. subcommittee on disar­ 
mament. 
The foreign ministers spent the 
morning on this problem and re­ 
turned to the job in the afternoon. 
The four heads of government— 
President Eisenhower, Soviet Pre­ 
mier Bulganin, British Prime Min­ 
ister Eden and French Premier 
Faure—arranged to meet later to 
take up whatever recommenda­ 
tions were handed up by the for­ 
eign ministers. 
Meanwhile, the French Premier 
circulated a draft resolution calling 
for a disarmament program under 
a joint East-West inspection and 
control system. The plan apparent­ 
ly attempted to combine his own 
budgetary c o n t r o l ideas with 
Eden’s plan for disarmament in a 
limited area of Europe and with 
Eisenhower’s call for new talks on 
an inspection system. 
Molotov’s silence on the Eisen­ 
hower proposal to exchange mili­ 
tary information left unanswered 
the big question: Would Russia ac­ 
cept it or even promise further 
discussion on it? 
Whatever the Russians did sub­ 
sequently, the American President 
had certainly seized the initiative 
at the conference.

de s p i t e t he s e and similar 
limiUtions. the 
accumulation 
of 
private wealth has 
increased in 
the United States and other capi­ 
talist countries during the past two 
decades. Such wealth is not always 
in the form of money, b ut in such 
tangib le assets as privately-owned 
homes, automob iles, refrigerators, 
television sets. etc.. etc. 
One form of privately-o w n e d 
wealth that is often ignored in sum­ 
m aries such as this is privately- 
owned life insurance policies which 
are a Valuab le form of savings. 
The term , “ private enterprise.** 
is used synonymously with capital­ 
ism. I do not know for sure when 
it was first employed, b ut 1 recall 
years ago that there were many 
arguments at meetings at the Na­ 
tional Association of M anufactur­ 
ers on this sub ject. Some of the 
pub lic relations men disliked the 
term , capitalism, as arising from 
the mind of Karl Marx! 
So they called it the “ Profit 
and Loss System,” ‘‘Free Enter­ 
prise.”! etc. As I recaU it, either 
Jam es Selvage, the pub lic relations 
man. or J o hn Gall, the lawyer, 
came up w i t h “Private 
Enter­ 
prise,” and, it stuck. 


Even with a discount for partiality. President 
Eisenhower’s countrymen can take justifiab le 
pride in his impact on Geneva.

As supreme Allied commander of European 
arm ies in World War II, his greatest asset was 
his genius for making people feel like working 
together harmoniously. 
As chief executive of the United States, his 
greatest* asset is his genius for making petty 
partisanship in national affairs seem unworthy 
of a great nation b eing asked to put up with 
practices b orrowed from small-time politics. 
As chief negotiator for the United States and 
Its friends in what piay b e a turning point 
In 20th century diplomacy, his greatest asset is 
his complete honesty and candor. 
His words at Geneva have carried the convic­ 
tion of a man incapab le of duplicity — the per­ 
fect sp<Acsman for a nation incapab le of du­ 


plicity. 
This has b een the hardest thing for other gov­ 
ern m en t to understand — that the United 
States cannot plot war while talking ab out 
peace — that the foreign policy of this repub lic 
is determined b y the will of the people, not the 
designs of their officials, and that the will of 
the people is good. 


IN A CAPITALIST society, the 
earner may save his money; he 
m ay invest it in enterprisqa; 
he 
m ay spend it profligately. The 
choice is his; the decision is his. 
It w o u l d b e difficult to find a 
pure capitalist society anywhere in 
the world today. 
In the-first place, the income, 
inheritance and gift taxes limit 
the earner’s use of his money.

House and Senate in separate b ills that will b e 
reconciled b efore Congress adjourns.

ARGENTINA POINTS a lesson 
to Soviet Russia. For, sooner or 
later, the people find high up in 
the armed services men who force 
the issue and compel the dictators 
to step down. 
It could b e that the seeds of 
revolution in Soviet Russia are b e­ 
ing sown b y the news emanating 
from Geneva. For it will b e evi­ 
dent to the peoples of the- Soviet 
Union and of the satellite states 
that there can b e no hope of peace 
and no real relief from the threat 
of a nuclear war while a dictator­ 
ship rules in Moscow. 
It is b eing clearly demonstrated 
that the Communists are vetoing 
world peace. 
The heart of the prob leiv of Eu­ 
ropean 
security 
is 
not 
in 
the 
treaties or proposals 
fo r m u t u a 1 
consultation b ut in the kind of gov­ 
ernments that have the responsi­ 
b ility for maintaining peace.

RIPON, WIS. 
This city enjoys a singular fame 
b ecause it is the b irthplace of the 
Repub lican party.

They 
were ardently preached b y Horace 
Greeley and Alb ert Brisb ane in 
The New York 'Trib une. 
Chase and some other zealots in 
the town that is now Kenosha • 
drew up plans and recruited mem­ 
b ers for a sort of corporate b <^y 
whose pu r po s e s 
and activities 
should follow as closely as possi- 
Ue the prescription of Fourier. In 
practice this m eant that those who 


1 joined put in their money and re- 


1 ceived shares of stock 
in 
what 
was called a phalanx. 
The articles of association, which 
were not made into a legal corpora­ 
tion until two or three years la- 
I ter, stated as the purposes of the 
organization some language b or- 
rowed from the preamb le to the 
Constitution of the United States. 
But in that b orrowing the w'ords 
“general welfare” were changed to 
“common welfare,” arxi the words 
“lib erty” b ecame “ social happi­ 
ness.” 
So the company m arched away 
and settled in a spot in what is 
now the city of Ripon. It is note­ 
worthy that these seekers of com­ 
munal 
security 
c h o s e a 
tow 
protected area for ti\eir settiement 
yvi that the free men who fol- 


b rothers and sisters to have horses, 
b ecause with these^ means of trans­ 
portation they were ab le to get out 
of the community and see more 
fortunate free men in the neigh­ 
b oring countryside. Then people 
who did not like to eat at the com­ 
mon tab le got permission to eat 
in their own apartm ents.

But somehow the figures persist 
ed in teUing the truth. When un- 
haiHiy denizens asked for I h c i j* 
money b ack in exchange for their 
stock, the till was found 
to

empty. And so paradise took 
to 
deficit financing. The new mem­ 
b ers who came in where inferior 
to the freedom-loving people who 
left. Also, the total

of 
angels declined. 
Finally, the whole thing collapsed 
in 1849-50. Chase, stiU 
a 
zealot, 
turned from the 
promotion 
of 
communism to mesmerism 
and 
went into other states. His auto- 
taography, “The Life Line of the 
Lone One,” portrays the character 
of a mystic wandering frcan illu­ 
sion to illusicm. 
It was in the m idst of the sorry 
aches of communism that the new 
Repub lican party took root.

Malice Toward None 


Even with a discount for partiality. President 
Eisenhower’s countrymen can take justifiable 
pride in his impact on Geneva. 
Hie five-headed delegation from the Soviet 
Union has been going out of its way and step­ 
ping out of character to show affability. 
The British and French delegations have been 
contributing skillfully to the relaxation of ten­ 
sion that probably will be Geneva’s only direct 
accomplishment. 
' But Dwight D. Eisenhower has had the same 
impact on Geneva that he has had on his 
own country. His malice-toward-none attitude 
Is so palpable it can break through barriers 
both at home and abroad. 
As supreme Allied commander of European 
armies in World War II, his greatest asset was 
his genius for making people feel like working 
together harmoniously. 
As chief executive of the United States, his 
greatest' asset is his genius for making petty 
partisanship in national affairs seem unworthy 
of a great nation being asked to put up with 
practices borrowed from small-time politics. 
As chief negotiator for the United States and 
its friends in what play be a turning point 
in 20th century diplomacy, his greatest asset is 
his complete honesty and candor. 
His words at Geneva have carried the convic­ 
tion of a man incapable of duplicity — the per­ 
fect spokesman for a nation incapable of du­ 
plicity. 
This has been the hardest thing for other gov­ 
ernments to understand — that the United 
States cannot plot war while talking about 
peace — that the foreign policy of this republic 
is determined by the will of the people, not the 
designs of their officials, and that the will of 
the people is good.

The realistic problem that faces 
mankind is the existence simul­ 
taneously of capitalism and social­ 
ism. It is not novel that various 
peoples 
l « v e 
u n d e r varie- 
t i e s of eco­ 
nomic and so­ 
cial 
systems. 
M a r x tan so­ 
cialism, 
once 
i t Seeded 
it­ 
self in Soviet 
Russia, refused 
to limit itself 
to its own ter­ 
ritory. I t re­ 
jected, capitalism not only for Rus­ 
sia, which was a rightful function 
of the Russian government ai the 
moment, but it 
engaged 
upon 
an evangelical campaign to destroy 
capitalism everywhere. 
• 
The cry for xoexistence then be­ 
comes a retreat from that ori­ 
ginal position. The recognition that 
capitalism is a way of life which 
need not be destroyed by social­ 
ism is a retreat from Marx, Lenin 
and Stalin. 


LENIN. HIMSELF, for a short 
period, adopted this attitude during 
the NEP (New Economic Policy) 
period. But Lenin quickly reversed 
himself and the attacks upon capi- I 
talism were intensified. 
The Hoover Commission boldly 
asserts: 
“Our economic system is based 
on p r i v a t e enterprise regulated 
where necessary to 
p r e v e n t 
monopoly and to provide for free­ 
dom of competition. 
“Hie genius of the private enter­ 
prise system is that it generates 
initiative, ingenuity, inventiveness 
and unparalleled productivity . . 
Capitalism is more than that. It 
is an economic and social system 
which recognizes that the earner 
is entitled to possession of his earn­ 
ings, to employ such wealth at his 
own discretion, at his own risk, for 
a profit or a loss, without the in­ 
tervention of government, provid­ 
ed his activities are not illegal. 
as for instance the sale of narcotics 
to minors. 


IN A CAPITALIST society, the 
earner may save his money; he 
may invest it in enterprises; 
he 
may spend it profligately. The 
choice is his; the decision is his. 
It w o u l d be difficult to find a 
pure capitalist society anywhere in 
the world today. 
In the-first place, the income, 
inheritance and gift taxes limit 
the earner’s use of his money. A 
share of it is taken from him by 
government for its uses. He only 
has control of that share which 
remains with him. 
Also there are numerous other 


' controls upon individual possession 
and use of earnings. For instance. 
1 no one in this country can employ 
' labor solely for his town advant­ 
age; there are limitations upon 
wages, hours, conditions of work, 
and in some cases pensions have 
to be provided. 


DESPITE THESE and similar 
limitations, the 
accumulation 
of 
' private wealth has increased in 
the United States and other capi­ 
talist countries during the past two 
decades. Such wealth is not always 
in the form of money, but in such 
tangible assets as privately-owned 
homes, automobiles, refrigerators, 
television sets, etc., etc. 
One form of privately-o w n e d 
wealth that is often ignored in sum­ 
maries such as this is privately- 
owned life insurance policies which 
are a Valuable form of savings. 
Hie term, “private enterprise,” 
is used synonymously with capital­ 
ism. I do not know for sure when 
it was first employed, but I recall 
years ago that there were many 
arguments at meetings at the Na­ 
tional Association of Manufactur­ 
ers on this subject. Some of the 
public relations men disliked the 
term, capitalism, as arising from 
the mind of Karl Marx! 
So they called it the “Profit 
and Loss System,” “Free Enter­ 
prise,’I etc. As I recall it, either 
James Selvage, the public relations 
man, or J o hn Gall, the lawyer, 
came up w i t h “Private Enter­ 
prise,” and it stuck. 


WHATEVER THIS system may 
be called, it is now a mixed econ­ 
omy, partly capitalist, partly so­ 
cialist, and it works well in such 
countries as the United States, 
Great Britain, 
the Scandinavian 
countries, the Benelux countries 
and many others, including West 
Germany. These are the prosper­ 
ous nations of the earth. 
The Communist countries are 
not doing equally well, particul­ 
arly in the 
provision 
of 
con­ 
sumers’ goods and in raising the 
standard of living of their people. 
Therefore they are forced to re­ 
treat and they have adopted the 
doctrine of coexistence. W h a t 
they really want is to find a way 
to trade freely with the capitalist 
countries on an advantageous basis, 
so that they can rapidly obtain 
consumers’ goods for their people 
without too radically revising their 
economic system. They call 
it 
East West Trade. 
It is impossible to believe that 
these subjects will not be raised 
at some of the conferences that 
will follow Geneva. -In fact, it may 
turn out, in the long 
run, 
that 
here may be the principal matters 
for discussion.

paying 
some 33 billion dollars for work­ 
ers’ welfare — “fringes,” we long­ 
hairs call it — virtually all of 
which have been gotten by unions 
without major strikes. 
Most of these welfare fringes are 
for time wit worked. The biggest 
item is vacation pay for hourly 
and 
weekly workers. There is 
“travel time,” pay for round trips 
daily from the worker’s home to 
the factory, pier or mine. 
There are paid holidays for work­ 
ers on their birthdays (in a Chi­ 
cago Electrical Union Local 1(81 
with 37,000 members, and in a San 
Francisco garage employes union). 
There are paid lunch hours, paid 
coffee breaks, paid jury time and 
paid time for voting. There are 
paid rest periods. 


IT IR ESTIMATED that this pay 
for some sort of time off accounts 
for fully half of the money spent 
by industry on fringes and wel­ 
fare. 
This will be sharply jacked up 
by the following: 
J. Hie sweep of the Ford-GM 
supplemental unemployment insur­ 
ance payments. 
2. Hie increase in actual Guar­ 
anteed Annual Wage contracts. 
3. Hie guaranteed work week— 
this means that a man caned in on 
a Monday and laid off for the rest 
of the week gets a full week’s p a y . 


4. The guaranteed day — even if 
there is only two or three hours 
work, a man gets a full day’s pay. 
There are as many fringes as 
there are strands in a tassle. The 
Screen Actors Guild now is asking 
for, and probably will win, “ward­ 
robe maintenance” for actors — 
the money to be paid by the stu­ 
dios. 
The St. Louis Funeral Drivers— 
members of the Teamsters Union 
—have a guaranteed annual wage 
and a clause requiring the com­ 
panies to furnish uniforms. 


THERE ARE p e n s i o n plans 
which cost industry over 5 billion 
dollars a year. The auto industry 
fund alone hit $500 million 
last 
year, long before the Reuther-Ford- 
GM pact gave the American lan­ 
guage a new word, GAW. 
Labor pacts in which the irxfus- 
i try takes over the welfare functions 
of the state and the union are real­ 
ly nothing new.

Experiment In Communism

RIPON, WIS. 
This city enjoys a singular fame 
because it is the birthplace of the 
Republican party. But it has other 
claims upon the attention of the 
American people. 
For IO years before a group of 
embattled people cut loose from old 
political parties here in 1854, an 
early experiment in Franco-Ameri- 
can communism was established. 
The allah of this economic religion 
was Charles Fourier and its pro­ 
phet was a strangely interesting 
character named Warren Chase. 
T h e Communistic theories 
of 
Fourier had a great vogue among 
the eggheads of the 1840's. They 
were ardently preached by Horace 
Greeley and Albert Brisbane in 
The New York Tribune. 
Chase and some other zealots in 
the town that is now Kenosha 
drew up plans and recruited mem­ 
bers for a sort of corporate body 
whose p u r p o s e s and activities 
should follow as closely as possi­ 
ble the prescription of Fourier. In 
practice this meant that those who 
joined put in their money and re­ 
ceived shares of stock in what 
was called a phalanx. 
The articles of association, which 
were not made into a legal corpora­ 
tion until two or three years la­ 
ter, stated as the purposes of the 
organization some language bor­ 
rowed from the preamble to the 
Constitution of the United States.

“general welfare” were changed to 
“common welfare.” and the words 
“liberty” became “social happi­ 
ness.” 
So the company marched away 
and settled in a spot in what is 
now the city of Ripon. It is note­ 
worthy that these seekers of com­ 
muna] 
security c h o s e g low 
protected area for U\eir settlement 
m d that the free men who fol- j. 
lowed later chose the elevated 
sites. 
The p h a l a n x ate, lived, and 
worked communally, and the pro­ 
fits were equitably divided. There 
was a hocus-pocus about “units” 
of credit for work. Hie place was 
called Ceresco, literally meaning 
“ grain company.” 
But in this paradise there were 
h u m a n characteristics w h i c h 
doomed it to failure — some bad 
and the others good. There was 
cheating of a most unangelic char­ 
acter in the records of work done, 
and there were jealousy and gos­ 
sip. There were also 
the in­ 
herent restless spirit ai liberty and 
the desire to own property indivi- 
dauUy. 
Perhaps the phalanx made its 
greatest mistake in allowing the 


brothers and sisters to have horses, 
because with these means of trans­ 
portation they were able to get out 
of the community and see more 
fortunate free men in the neigh­ 
boring countryside. Then people 
who did not like to eat at the com­ 
mon table got permission to eat 
in their own apartments. 
Liberty might be crossed off the, 
articles of community living, but it 
could not be eradicated from the 
instincts of men. 
However, the reports written by 
Comrade Chase had glowing ac­ 
counts of the prosperity of the 
colony in the years 1845, 1846, 1847, 
and 1848. Also Horace Greeley’s 
reporters sent out to write articles 
about Ceresco produced rhapsodies 
which no doubt pleased their ec­ 
centric boss and got them salary 
raises. 
But somehow the figures persist­ 
ed in telling the truth. When un­ 
happy denizens asked for t h e i r 
money back in exchange for their 
stock, the till was found 
to be 
empty. And so paradise took to 
deficit financing. The new mem­ 
bers who came in where inferior 
to the freedom-loving people who 
left. Also, the total 
number 
of 
angels declined. 
Finally, the whole thing collapsed 
in 1849-50. Chase, still a zealot, 
turned from the 
promotion 
of 
communism to mesmerism 
and 
went into other states. His auto­ 
biography. “The Life Line of the 
Lone One,” portrays the character 
of a mystic wandering from illu­ 
sion to illusion. 
It was in the midst of the sorry 
aches of communism that the new 
Republican party took root.

American Farm Bureau repre­ 
sentatives in Washington h a v e 
been active in opposition to Presi­ 
dent Eisenhower’s proposed bond 
program to finance a federal su­ 
perhighway program. Congress ap­ 
parently has killed that proposal. 
Action by the House P u b l i c 
Works Committee last week, how­ 
ever, proposed a substitute road- 
building program to be financed 
through an additional cent federal 
tax on gasoline and diesel fuel, 
plus some other highway-user tax 
boosts.

Hits Record Pace 
In Last Quarter 
WASHINGTON (F — American 
production took s $urprisi^ leap 
to a record rate of 38 3 billion dol­ 
lars annually in the April-June 
quarter, the President’s Council of 
Economic Advisors • announced to­ 
day . 
A whole sheaf of other new re­ 
cords — in personal income, con­ 
sumer spending, employ ment, aid 
Industrial output — was disclosed in 
the council’s monthly publication, 
“ecmiomic iidicators.” 
Ibese figures established the sec­ 
ond quarter 
as the Wgh-water 
mark of business activity in the 
country ’s history . Among the ma­ 
jor indexes, only farm income de­ 
clined. 
The new production rate was 
$7,700,000,000 above the previous 
high—attained in the first quarter.

DAYTON, Ohio US—The govern­ 
ment says Jane Edith Thomas, 
four-year-old alien, can stay in the 
U.S. if she leaves by Sept SO, 
then returns on an immigrant’s 
visa. 
But her father, Leslie Thomas 
of Dayton, says he can’t afford 
to take his daughter to Canada 
to get the necessary visa. 
Immigration officials say Jane 
is in the U.S. illegally. She was 
born in a U.S. Army hospital in 
Trieste where her father was sta 
turned when in service. He had 
married an Italian national. 
The law says the American par­ 
ent of a child born overseas must 
have “had IO years residence in 
the U.S., five of which is after at­ 
taining the age of 16.’* Thomas 
missed by one year. He was only 
30 when Jane was born. 
The U.S. Consul at Venice in­ 
formed Mr. and Mrs. Thomas re­ 
cently that Jane’s passport had 
been disapproved because of the 
Nationality Act of 1940. 
Thomas said,** I don’t have the 
time or money to go to Canada. 
I believe my child is an Ameri­ 
can anyway. I don’t feel I should 
have to spend my money to go to 
Canada to straighten out a tech­ 
nicality to satisfy the govern­ 
ment.’* 
While the family struggled with 
the p r o b l e m , Rep. Paul F. 
Schenck, Republican congressman 
from Dayton, said he would dis­ 
cuss the case with Rep. Walter

Schenck said he hoped action 
could be taken that would legalize 
Jane*s residence without her leav 
ing the country.

Chairman George (D-Ga) of the 
Foreign Relations Committee said, 
“We certainly hav e nothing to lose 
from the military v iewpoint be­ 
cause we liv e in a fishbowl.”

the idea. 
But Sen. Lyndon B. Johnson (D-

Sen. Clements (D-Ky) also hailed 
it as a ‘‘practical and work able” 
plan. H i s opposite number in the 
house. Rep. McCormack (D-Mass), 
said its rejection by the

“insincerity” on their part. 
On the Republican side. Senate 
Leader Knowland of California

If y ou delete fattening trimmings 
on summer meals to curb calories, 
y ou can drop 15 bulky pounds by 
Labor Day and wear a size small­ 
er. It’s exciting to contemplate that 
smaller size. 
This time we’ll reverse the or­ 
der and take gentlemen first. Try 
this on for size, boy s. How many 
pounds would y ou estimate y o u 
would need to lose 4n order to wear 
a size smaller suit? On the aver­ 
age, it’s 16 pounds. 
There is less difference between 
sizes for the smaller sizes and a 
bit more for the larger ones. The 
standard number of pounds be­ 
tween sizes ranges from 13 pounds 
between size 34 and 36 to 19 pounds 
between sizes 40 and 42. There are 
16 pounds between sizes 40 and 38 
—which makes It 8 pounds to size

Several y ears ago, when thous­ 
ands of GIs entered college, many 
of them had wives and children. 
Often they lived in homes pro­ 
vided by the college on or near 
the campus. Today , more a n d 
more college students are married 
and houses are being erected for 
them by the colleges. 
At the annual Senior Night ban­ 
quet at Michigan University , girls 
of the graduating class used to be 
introduced in three groups: those 
•formally engaged, those wearing 
a boy ’s fraternity pin (“engaged to 
be engaged” ) and those at liberty . 
In recent y ears, two more cate­ 
gories have been added: Married 
girls and girls who are not only 
married but pregnant This y ear, 
there were 15 of the later group 
out of 550. 


ALMOST ONE out of 10 under­ 
graduate students at Michigan and 
Wisconsin is married and one out 
of 30 at Bry n Mawr. The number 
is increasing in colleges and push­ 
ing down from the senior to the 
freshman class. 
Massachusetts Institute of Tech­ 
nology tells prospective students of 
the benefits of a nursery school 
and a monthly medical clinic for 
babies. On the other hand, Cor­ 
nell’s catalogue warns that t he 
$36 annual student medical fee does 
not include obstetrical care. 
One reason why so many col­ 
lege students are married is that 
parents, especially a m o n g the 
socially ambitious, are hurry ing 
their children into dafkig as ear­ 
ly as the fifth and sixth grades in 
the hope that they will “go steady ” 
by high school. 
One dean of women explains: 


‘•A GIRL’S popularity used to be 
measured by the number of her 
beaux. Now that’s a thing of the 
past. If y ou don’t go steady in 
high school, y ou’re considered a 
dead duck.” 
On the cam fH is of the co-educa- 
tional college, with the ratio of 
boy s to girls very high, scane boy s 
figure the only way to be sure of 
a Saturday night date is to get en­ 
gaged. 
Sufficient money is also a factor. 
More parents are financially able 
to foot the bill and the Mea of 


subsidizing early marriages 
is 
growing rapidly . 
Is this a wholesome trend? It 
certainly helps keep some bright 
y ouths in college who otherwise 
would not be there. It 
a l s o 
saves a lot of y oung men and wom­ 
en from the necessity to s a ve , 
struggle and sacrifice to get ahead,

If you delete fattening trimmings 
on summer meals to curb calories, 
you can drop 15 bulky pounds by 
Labor Day and wear a size small­ 
er.

Try 
this on for size, boys. How many 
pounds would you estimate y o u 
would need to lose *in order to wear 
a size smaller suit?

College Marriages Increasing Steadily 


Several years ago, when thous­ 
ands of GIs entered college, many 
of them had wives and children. 
Often they lived in homes pro­ 
vided by the college on or near 
the campus. Today, more 
a n d 
more college students are married 
and houses are being erected for 
them by the colleges. 
At the annual Senior Night ban­ 
quet at Michigan University, girls 
of the graduating class used to be 
introduced in three groups: those 
* formally engaged, those wearing 
a boy’s fraternity pin (“engaged to 
be engaged” ) and those at liberty. 
In recent years, two more cate­ 
gories have been added: Married 
girls and girls who are not only 
married but pregnant. This year, 
there were 15 of the later group 
out of 550. 


ALMOST ONE out of IO under­ 
graduate students at Michigan and 
Wisconsin is married and one out 
of 30 at Bryn Mawr. The number 
is increasing in colleges and push­ 
ing down from the senior to the 
freshman class. 
Massachusetts Institute of Tech­ 
nology tells prospective students of 
the benefits of a nursery school 
and a monthly medical clinic for 
babies. On the other hand, Cor­ 
nell’s catalogue warns that t h e 
$36 annual student medical fee does 
not include obstetrical care. 
One reason why so many col­ 
lege students are married is that 
parents, especially a m o n g the 
socially ambitious, are 
hurrying 
their children into daftng as ear­ 
ly as the fifth and sixth grades in 
the hope that they will “go steady’’ 
by high school.

Some informants said Eisenhow­ 
er is ready to order immediate ne­ 
gotiations if Bulganin is willing. 
There was a strong imp ression 
among Western delegates that the 
Soviet Premier would not agree. 
But the exp erts have become so 
used to hearing the Russians say 
“No” over the p ast 10 y ears that 
their reasoning may be in a rut. 
Some of the President’s Advis­ 
ers feel that sooner or later the 
Kremlin may agree to at least a 
modified version of the Eisenhow­ 
er p rop osition.

Here are some of the p roblems 
raised for Bulganin: 
I^op aganda: If he turns d ow n 
the President’s p rop osal for recip ­

he was not willing to consider the 
bold new move to break the East- 
West disarmament deadlock. 
Military : Russia’s military dis­ 
p ositions and installations — p ro­ 
tected by vast reaches of its ter­ 
ritory and zoning sy stem forbid­ 
den to foreigners — are the most 
secret of any p ower. America’s ar­ 
senals, as Eisenhower told th e 
conference earlier this week, are 
constantly rep orted in the world 
p ress. Thus Russia has relatively 
little to learn and much to give. 
Internal: Desp ite changes since 
Stalin died, the Kremlin clique 
still rules Russia with an i r on 
totalitarian hand. To 
p e r m i t 
Americans to exp lore by p lane the 
utmost reaches of this shadowy 
land could have an incalculable ef­ 
fect on the Soviet p op ulation. 
Disarmament: S om e Western 
delegates b e l i e ve the Russians 
really would like to cut their arms 
load and help readjust internation­ 
al burdens so that they could have 
greater freedom from the fear of 
atomic war.

New Dimensio n Seen 
Added To Research In 
Simulatio n Sy stem 


MOFFETT FIELD. Calif. (UP) 
—The fly ing qualities of airidanes 
as y et unbuilt can be tested with­ 
out hazard by a newly develop ed 
technique of simulatkm emp loy ing 
an electric brain. 
Th e National Advisory Commit­ 
tee for Aeronautics, which dem­ 
onstrated the advance at the tri­ 
ennial insp ection of its Ames Aer­ 
onautical Laboratory here, s a i d 
the develop ment has *‘added a new 
dimensicm to flight research. 
“In recent y ears, stability and 
control p roblems have been mul­ 
tip lied 10 times by the trend to­ 
ward very high fly ing sp eeds,’’ the 
NACA said. “They have become of 
critical imp ortance in the design 
of high sp eed p lanes. 
*The design advances necessary 
to enable f l i gh t at the higher 
sp eeds in turn made more difficult 
the stability and c on t r ol p rob­ 
lems.’’ 
The NACA scientists said t h a t 
lack 
stability had caused th e 
crash of several test airp lanes. 
But with the electric brain tec^ 
nique p lanes can be safely tested 
without leaving the hangar a n d 
even more imp ortant, the p erfcwm- 
ance of p lanes only in the design 
stage can be comp uted. 
To the basic data gathered 1^ 
wind tunnel tests, the electric brain 
adds a simulati<xi of the mass, in­ 
ertia and dy nan^c resp mise of the 
new airp lane. 
In a demonstration of the new 
technique, Ames scientists set up 
an op en cockp it resembling that of 
a Link trainer, cminected its con­ 
trols with the brain and then con­ 
nected the brain to a mechanism 
that would move the cockp it to 
corresp ond with the flight charac­ 
teristics of a new p lane. 
The p ilot climbed into tiie cabin 
and was told to p ull his p lane up 
five degrees and then level off. The 
p lane started up , but overshot its 
mark. Try ing to come back down, 
the p lane went into a steep dive. 
Then it went up again and then 
down. 
Observers watched the p i l ot 
grimly fighting at tiie controls un­ 
til the scientists switched off the 
aimaratus with th e remark that 
the p lane would have Wown to 
p ieces in the air. 
The brain can also be connected 
to test p lanes to reveal p ossible 
difficulties before they are flown 
or to learn the causes of difficul­ 
ties that have develop ed in flight. 
The NACA also showed for the 
first time a new wind tunnel that 
fills a critical gap between conven­ 
tional wind tunnels and sup ersonic 
wind tunnels. 
The so-called transonic 
w i n d 
tunnel can rep roduce under con­ 
trolled laboratory cmiditions th e 
same ty p e of air flow found in free 
flight as an aircraft accelerates 
from subscmic sp eeds through the 
sp eed of sound to sup ersonic veloc­ 
ities. 
TTie new timnel was called by the 
NACA “the most' imp ortant new 
tool of aeronautical research de­ 
vised in the p ast quarter century .

The name of the organization 
must be listed, p lus names and 
addresses of officers and the p r(> 
fessional fund raisers or solici­ 
tors emp loy ed. Another question 
which must be answered: What 
are the terms of comp ensation— 
salaries, bonuses and commis­ 
sions — arranged with the fund 
raisers or « ilicitors? 
The form also will require this 
information: For what p urp ose 
was the soliciting group organ­ 
ized?

It also will require the written 
consent of the organization in 
whose name the money is to be 
collected.

Rifle Used To Keep 
Them From Taking 
Wife To Mental Site 


BRATTLEBORO, V t (JV-Manuel 
Miller, 47, justice of t h e peace, 
wa* convicted Thursday of two 
counts of “forcibly resisting” U.S. 
marshals May 3 when they went 
to his Bethel home under a court 
order to take his wife Lucille, 45, 
to a mental institution. 
Sentence was deferred by Judge 
Ernest W. Gibson until Aug. 8, 
the same day Mrs. Miller is 
scheduled to be sentenced for vi­ 
olating the federal draft law by 
counseling nine young men to 
evade military service. 
Miller faced a maximum penalty 
on each count of IO years impris­ 
onment and a $10,000 fine. He was 
convicted of resisting with a rifle 
U.S. Marshal Dewey H. Perry and 
Deputy Marshal John H. Breen 
when they sought to carry out a 
court order. 
Mrs. Miller faces a maximum 
penalty of five years imprisonment 
and $10,000 fine on each of 18 
counts. 
Miller is free in $10,000 bail. His 
wife is under $1,000 bail.

Broderick indicated an appeal will 
be filed. Mrs. Miller’s lawyer has 
said she may appeal the draft 
law’s constitutionality as far as the 
U.S. Supreme Court if necessary. 
Judge Gibson, who presided at 
both Miller trials, issued the dis­ 
puted commital order which set 
off the 12-hour siege at the Miller 
home May 3. 
Miller held the marshals at bay 
with a loaded rifle until a volley 
of tear gas shells forced him and 
his wife to surrender. 
Mrs. Miller, mother of three, 
was taken the next day to St. Eliz­ 
abeth’s Hospital in Washington, 
where she was pronounced men­ 
tally competent after a month’s 
examination. She returned to Ver­ 
mont and was convicted last week.

Soviet Premier Bulganin says yes? 
That was the question diplomats 
and observers asked here today in 
the wake of President Eisenhow­ 
er’s challenge to the Soviets to 
swap military information with the 
United States. 
Some informants said Eisenhow 
cr is ready to order immediate ne­ 
gotiations if Bulganin is willing. 
There was a strong impression 
among Western delegates that the 
Soviet Premier would not agree. 
But the experts have become so 
used to hearing the Russians say 
“No” over the past IO years that 
their reasoning may be in a ru t 
Some of the President’s advis­ 
ers feel that sooner or later the 
Kremlin may agree to at least a 
modified version of the Eisenhow­ 
er proposition. 
The President seems to h a v e 
put the Soviet leader on the spot. 
Here are some of the problems 
raised for Bulganin: 
Propaganda: If he turns d o w n 
the President’s proposal for recip­ 
rocal blueprinting of military es- 


graphing, the free world can say 
he was not willing to consider the 
bold new move to break the East- 
West disarmament deadlock. 
Military: Russia’s military dis­ 
positions and installations — pro­ 
tected by vast reaches of its ter­ 
ritory and zoning system forbid­ 
den to foreigners —■ are the most 
secret of any power. America’s ar­ 
senals, as Eisenhower told th e 
conference earlier this week, are 
constantly reported in the world 
press. Thus Russia has relatively 
little to learn and much to give. 
Internal: Despite changes since 
Stalin died, the Kremlin clique 
still rules Russia with an i r o n 
totalitarian hand. To p e r m i t 
Americans to explore by plane the 
utmost reaches of this shadowy 
land could have an incalculable ef­ 
fect on the Soviet population. 
Disarmament: S o m e Western 
delegates b e l i e v e the Russians 
really would like to cut their arms 
load and help readjust internation 
a1 burdens so that they could have 
greater freedom from the fear of 
atomic war.

Plane Testing 
Advanced With 
Electric Brain 


New Dimension Seen 
Added To Research In 
Simulation System 


MOFFETT FIELD, Calif. (UP) 
—The flying qualities of airplanes 
as yet unbuilt can be tested with­ 
out hazard by a newly developed 
technique of simulation employing 
an electric brain. 
The National Advisory Commit­ 
tee for Aeronautics, which dem­ 
onstrated the advance at the tri­ 
ennial inspection of its Ames Aer­ 
onautical Laboratory here, s a i d 
the development has “added a new 
dimension to flight research. 
“In recent years, stability and 
control problems have been mul­ 
tiplied IO times by the trend to­ 
ward very high flying speeds,” the 
NACA said. “They have become of 
critical importance in the design 
of high speed planes. 
“The design advances necessary 
to enable f l i g h t at the higher 
speeds in turn made more difficult 
the stability and c o n t r o l prob­ 
lems.” 
The NACA scientists said t h a t 
lack of stability had caused th e 
crash of several test airplanes. 
But with the electric brain tecl^ 
nique planes can be safely tested 
without leaving tile hangar a n d 
even more important, the perform­ 
ance of planes only in the design 
stage can be computed. 
To the basic data gathered by 
wind tunnel tests, the electric brain 
adds a simulation of the mass, in­ 
ertia and dynair^jic response of the 
new airplane. 
In a demonstration of the new 
technique, Ames scientists set up 
an open cockpit resembling that of 
a Link trainer, connected its con­ 
trols with the brain and then con­ 
nected the brain to a mechanism 
that would move the cockpit to 
correspond with the flight charac­ 
teristics of a new plane. 
The pilot climbed into the cabin 
and was told to pull his {dane up 
five degrees and then level off. The 
plane started up, but overshot its 
mark. Trying to come back down, 
the plane went into a steep dive. 
Then it went up again and then 
down. 
Observers watched the p i l o t 
grimly fighting at the controls un­ 
til the scientists switched off the 
apparatus with t h e remark that 
the plane would have blown to 
pieces in the air. 
The brain can also be connected 
to test planes to reveal possible 
difficulties before they are flown 
or to learn the causes of difficul­ 
ties that have developed in flight. 
The NACA also showed for tile 
first time a new wind tunnel that 
fills a critical gap between conven­ 
tional wind tunnels and supersonic 
wind tunnels. 
The so-called transonic w i n d 
tunnel can reproduce under con­ 
trolled laboratory conditions th e 
same type of air flow found in free 
flight as an aircraft accelerates 
from subsonic speeds through the 
speed of sound to supersonic veloc­ 
ities. 
The new tunnel was called by the 
NACA “the most important new 
tool of aeronautical research de­ 
vised in the past quarter century.”

COLUMBUS, Ohio Un — Charity 
racketeers — the characters who 
mulct the public by collecting huge 
sums and turning a pittance over 
to charity—will be under the well­ 
known pitiless glare of publicity 
after Sept. 30. 
That is the efiective date of a 
new law passed by the recent Leg­ 
islature with little fanfare and 
signed by Gov. Frank J. Lausche 
along with nearly 200 other bills at 
session’s end. 
The new law requires most pro­ 
fessional money raisers — except 
for religious groups — to spread 
their activities on the public rec­ 
ord. 
That, say the sponsoring sena­ 
tors, Ted Gray of Piqua and Rob­ 
ert R. Shaw of Columbus, will be 
a healthy thing; it will clear the 
air between the fund raisers and 
the public in cases where the char­ 
ity appeal is legitimate; it will 
expose the gyps who operate under 
the name of sweet charity. 
Here’s how the new law works: 
The attorney general will pro­ 
vide forms for organized groups— 
not including individuals—who in­ 
tend to solicit for charity. These 
groups must complete these forms 
and file them with the attorney 
general or the county clerk of 
courts. 
The name of the organization 
must be listed, plus names and 
addresses of officers and the pro­ 
fessional fund raisers or solici­ 
tors employed. Another question 
which must be answered: What 
are the terms of compensation-— 
salaries, bonuses 
and commis­ 
sions — arranged with the fund 
raisers or solicitors? 
The form also will require this 
information: 
For what purpose 
was the soliciting group organ­ 
ized? And for what period does it 
intend to solicit charity money? 
It also will require the written 
consent of the organization in 
whose name the money is to be 
collected. 
Then, before March 31 fallow­ 
ing a solicitation year, the organ­ 
ization must file a financial report. 
It must show the gross “take,” the 
expenses, and the net turned over 
to charity. Hie report also must 
show the names of the profes­ 
sional money raisers and solici­ 
tors whose services were used 
during the year and how much 
they were paid. 
The records, filed either with the 
attorney general or the county 
clerk of courts, are open to the 
public. That means newspapers 
will be able to examine and pub­ 
lish the financial reports if they de­ 
sire. 
What's going to force the chari­ 
ty racketeer to toe the line? The 
law provides each professional 


fund raiser or solicitor to register 
and post a $5,000 bond. That provi­ 
sion is intended to weed out the 
cheats from among the legitimate 
professionals. 
These are the exemptions—in ad­ 
dition to religious groups—set out 
in the law: 
Educational institutions whose 
solicitation is confined to its alum­ 
ni, faculty, trustees or students 
and their families. 
Solicitations conducted w i t h i n 
an organization. 
Solicitations for the relief of a 
named individual if all proceeds 
go to the beneficiary. 
Solicitations by groups which ex­ 
pect to have expenses of less than 
$500 a year. But, if their expenses 
go above that amount, they are 
required to register “forthwith.”

Roy B. Rollins of Charleston is 
the new secretary - treasurer of 
the commission, succeeding Allen 
Kinnaman of Charleston, who re­ 
signed to accept a position with 
the Kanawha Valley Bank here.
